In years gone by, when the forces 
« 
. o 
f revolution were showing themselves 
” ur ‘j,er hero and there in Russia, they had the 
symp athy of America in sp ite of the 
methods of terrorism of which w< 
did not ap p rove. 
When the czar and 
the kaiser, leaders of autocracy, were 
locked in a death grap p le, Russia still 
had our symp athy, because she was 
flghtiryr on the side of those who were 
seeking to safeguard the world from 
P russian militarism. 
W hen the czar w as dep osed over 
night American feelings w ere mixed. 
There was joy at the downfall of an 
old, and sometimes cruel autocracy, 
but there was fear that Russia would 
become too disorganized to fight fur­ 
ther, coup led with the thought th at p er­ 
hap s the revolution had come too -soon 
to be effective. 
Then followed the brief regime ol 
Kerensky, when it began to look as 
though freedom in Russia might be an 
organized freedom, p rep ared to fight 
for Its rights, and all America hailed 
the Russian revolution as a blessing 
It had become absolutely correct to 
say th a t the w ar was a w ar of democ­ 
racy against autocracy.
